Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 1,21,29-34,39-56 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious an apparatus for 

measuring the constituents of a substance having a detector positioned to quantify and 
simultaneously detect one or more narrow portions of the near infrared spectrum created by the 
monochromator, and in combination with the other recited limitations of claim 1. Claims 40-43 
are allowed by the virtue of dependency on the allowed claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 21, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a method of analyzing 
a substance having the step of isolating simultaneously the sensed radiation into one or more 
narrow portions of the spectrum, the step of isolating being selected from the group consisting of 
using stationary interferometer, and in combination with the other recited limitations of claim 21 . 
Claims 29-32,44-48 are allowed by the virtue of dependency on the allowed claim 21 . 

Regarding claim 33, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a method of analyzing 
constituents of a substance in real time in a non laboratory setting to diverse and changing 
environmental conditions having the step of isolating the sensed radiation into one or more 
narrow portions of the spectrum and using an electro-optic modulator, and in combination with 
the other recited limitations of claim 33. Claims 34,49-52 are allowed by the virtue of 
dependency on the allowed claim 33. 
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Regarding claim 39, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a system for 
measuring constituents of substances in real time in a non-laboratory setting subject to diverse 
and changing environmental conditions having a monochromator having no moving optical 
components and isolating narrow portions of the near infrared spectrum and having a detector 
positioned to quantify and simultaneously detect one or more isolated narrow portions of the near 
infrared spectrum created by the monochromator, and in combination with the other recited 
limitations of claim 39. Claims 53-56 are allowed by the virtue of dependency on the allowed 
claim 39.
